International Broadcast 
conducted by the Graduates Society of McGill ÙnivérsityiTÏïis 
broadcast \ya3 delivered by R. C. Fethetstonaugh, Editor of "The 
McGill News", at 1.10 pim. yesterday: from tlie. Arts Building 
4unng the funeral of the Late Principal and. Vice-Chancellor 
General Sir Arthur Currie and was heard over. Station CKAG 
and the , Columbia Broadcasting System. 
"This broadcast has been arranged. Reglmeht. Canadian Artillery and the 

Canadian Grenadier Guards, all await- 
ing in silence the moment when, at 
the slow, march, they will move off in 
eMort; to Sir Arthur for, the last thnc. 

And as they move oflT, the guns will 
fire and fw away In the heart of the 
Empire, in Westminstèr Abbey, there 
will be a:service in memorlam. 

Perhaps of those who are listening 
in, there will lie some.who will ask 
why the sorrow that is felt In Montreal 
today is universal throughout Canada, 
and why It extends beyond the seas 
to England and even to remote corners 
of the earth. Who Is this man, they 
may say, .whose loss is marked by tlie 
sorrow- ot^^ nation?

Artliur William Currie, a Christian 
gentleman and faithful servant of the 
King; Commander of the Canadian 
Corps in the Great War; and for the 
last thirteen years Principal and Vice' 
Clianceilor of McGill University;

Commander of the Order of the Bath; 
a man whom the King has delighted 
to, honor; atfd wlio has been hopoiirçd 
also by.many foreign governments; ^an 
honourary' gradua:te of seventeen of 
the world's great ' universities ; a build- 
er of Empire; a steward found worthy 
of implicit tn^t; and a friend whose 
passing;, leaves a great abyss' of grief

above all veterans of the Great War 
graduates , of McGill University 
in distant- places can share with the 
citizens of Montreal in paying a last 
tribute of affection and respect to the 
late Sir Arthur Currie. 

Many of those who are Ustening-in 
^will be familiar through prSS^x^Tts 
with the details of the ceremonies 
that are being carried out, but for the 
benefit of others, perhaps some ex- 
planation is desirable. This momtag 
at 11:45 o'clock there was conducted 
in Christ Church Cathedral, by the 
Right Reverend the Bishop of Mont- 
real, assisted by Dean Carlyle, a civil- 
ian funeral service, In which His Ex- 
cellency the Governor-General, McGlU 
University, the heads of Church and 
State, and the people of Montreal aijd 
Canada paid their last, respects to Sir 
Arthiur Currie, as the. Principal of Mc- 
Giil University and as one of the 
po|ninion's most famous citizens, 
That service Is over; and thougS 
,v streets crowded with silent and sdr' 
I rowing spectators, . the funeral pro- 
cession moved to the grounds of Mc 
dill University, where this broadcast 
Is,' being given. In the grounds the 
civilian funeral procession halted, the 
coffin was transferred reverently into 
the Arts Building, where it now rests, 
O^itside a gun-carriage 'stands waiting, 
and soon, as seventeen, giuu^^ktbei 
distance fire a salute,, the ''niwSa^S^ 
mains of General Sh- Arthur Currie, 
war-time Commander of the Canadian 
Corps, will be, entrusted to 'tlie mili- 
tary, aiiUiprities for 'burial.

In the front pew on the right hand 
side of the Cathedral sat. His Excel- 
lency, the Oovernor-Qeiieral of Can- 
ada, sympathiistàg .wiih^^ 
loss of her iUustribus son.

mand to become Principal of McGill University, succeeding '§ir^,^3^::l

Domlnant.Oharscter 

The organizing ability and dominant 
character which had won Shr Arthur 
the post of Commander-in-Chief of 
thé Canadian forces diirhig the World 
War was the very thhig McGllI need- 
ed to put it back on its feet agahi 
during the critical post-wai: ' period. 
So well did he succeed that the yéan 
of his control wére the years of prob- 
ably- the greatest expansion In the his- 
tory of McOUl. During this period 
bulldhig a^ber building was erected, 
new donations, poiu-ed In, the scope of 
McdUI's work was broadened, the 
number of students Increased and Mc- 
Gill's fame spread far .and .wide; .moi« 
thanjever beltorér-and back of all this 
sééking - no glory for himself but 
nevertheless ' ■ gjetting reflected • honor 
was that titanic figure, sir Arthur 
Currlé— organizing,' directing, advising, 
ruUng the student body f hmly, but tol- 
erantly and. with good common se nse 
and continually enooiiragihg:! griidu- 
ates and prominent bushieEs men and 
eduoatloal foundations to pin theUr 
faith in Old McGill. and make dona- 
tions to. ehabloit to carry on its good 
work and expand. ' 

In 1920-21, the first year of his term 
as Principal, the. Faculty of Graduate 
Studies and Research was established 
to coordinate the work of research 
hitherto -done by the various depilirt- 
ments on their own. When it was es- 
tablished there were less than 40 stu- 
dents doing research work at McGill 
—last year there were 288. : là the 
same , year tlie Committee oh Exten- 
sion Courses and University Lectures 
was formed later .to become the im- 
portant Department of Extra-Mural 
Relations.

but apart from the memliers of his own family and 
the Inner circle of his kindred and closest friends, 
it is McOUl tl»at|^i||^ to feel Ws loss moat 
SSuEely. . ^^miBp' 

Worthy Of Honour 
From evéry part of the Empire and beyond 
there have conie to his family and to the univer^ 
slty expressions of sympathy. He wias honôittfà 
in life, and he Is being honoured in déath as few 
men have ever been. And hè was worthy of It all. 
In. these trlbutte of respect that have como fron| 
far and aéax, many of them from those occupying 
high positions in the direction of world affairs that 
which stands out Is the memory of his service to 
his country and to humanity as a soldlér,-^ ^ 
great léader and commander of mén on the field 
of battle. But 1 wish to. spwlt tonight for that 
group, representing the coiBtttuency of McGlU Uni- 
versity, particularly for those of us who hâve known 
In these post-war years in the qufet lntln»çy of 
academic life, and who think of him flïit: of aU 
as their bdoved and honoured principal. 

It Is given only to a very few men to achieve 
distinction in any single field of human endeavour. 
StlU fewer are able to claim dUtlhctlon in more 
than one flêld. e^eclaUy if these flélds are dif- 
ferent in character and without any close relation 
to one another; Sir Arthur Currle was one of ti»e 
few who did this very thing. The whole world 
know that he was a great soldier and military 
commander. It is not so universally , known that 
he was also a great university Principal, , whose 
comisél wâs cà^erly sought ahd highly valuèd in 
matters of educational concern. And the sécrét 
of his greatness as a leader, whether in^^^gr- 
moll of warfare or In the 8héltèreàf|fedusl«|B|^^ 
the university, lay in the man bimsèif. No com 
bitiation of external circumstanoes can account for 
It. It can be accounted for only by those inner 
qualities of 'mind and soiu which he poesesMd. 
, Accepted BcsponsiblUtica 

When he accepted any posltton, he accepted 
also, in fullest measure, the responsibilities at^ 
tachéd to it. I recall his own modest words, spoken 
to~the Monti'éàl Brtnch of the Grt^iiates' Society 
a 7cw yéars 'aèo. "I have been conscious" he said, 
"of ' many shortcomings, but whatever tliey havé 
béen, thty have not come about because of any in- 
difference to the responsibilities of my position". 
He knew these responslbliltles. and he carried- them 
faithfully, -t whâtéver cost to himself; He scorn- 
ed the shirker. He Would not try to evade any 
situation, however difficult it might; be, with which 
he was confronted. Difficulties for him were simply 
something .to be overcome, by wisely planned, whole 
hearted and persistent effort. It was his way to 
face every issue,, fairly, to give to the matter Im- 
mediately In hand the viry bést of which hé was 
capable, and once convinced of what ought to be 
done, to go through to thé end. 

Complète Grasp Of Affairs 
He was not long at McGlU before he hàd Ac- 
quired a thorough grasp of university atfalte and 
a complete knowledge of unlvérslty probicjns. An<3 
his traiiipareht honesty, his sound, well reason- 
ed judgment and his own hiith cotfragé Ih^lfèd 
amojig thosé assoclatéd with hlhi a respect and 
contidéftce which grew dcéper and stronger wltli 
the passing of thé years. It assured hUn thé same 
loyal support fifohi his coUé^ués In thé university 
as hé iiad already won from his officers and .men 
in the, days of the war! 

Thirteen years of siich leadership were bound 
to brlné.àddéd hohoii^ to the ramé of McGlU. The 
àtà^ of thé achlevéniénts of these years is one that 
cannot be t61d hére. But it is a story in which 
all graduates and friends of McOlU Unlvérslty 
take, an honest pride, and one with which the 
liame of Sir Arthur Currle wHl always bé Indls- 
éolubly linked. Tliit page of McOill's history bear- 
ing the record of his term of office wiU bé one to 
inspire succeeding générations of students and 
graduates, as long as McGill University continues. 
When he came to McGlll, he found the uhiveralty 
In a run-down cohdition generally. The war, which 
had éndéd but a short time before, hadi^^^sfrir 
ously disturbed its life and Work, and hMtfwpîi à 
ihe&vy toll both of pràfeasors and students. Re* 
oohstructlàn on a large scale was an immediate 
necessity. And ihtd this wérk the Principal tbirew 
hioiself with àu his energy and ability. 

Necessary BtiUdints Eriétéd 

A .campaign' for funds, generàusly léspondéd 
to, was followed by thé érection of néoesàir^ build; 
Ihgs and the fé-inodelling.anâ extending of bulid- 
ditgs already in existeiKe, particularly the Arts 
•Biilldlnig aiid the I^path Itlbriuy. Frovlslàn was 
màdé f<ir strétitthéMiié the [^^^ &té« thé 
iinivrr-ity. ° And in many olmEjj^mfc^hiith there 
U iib tiilîé to méhUéa tiàiiir theOPMffi^ was equip- 
peu to (/iter to tiie SuUuâncs coming to its hails 
thé beét that could be given to them,* and to serve 
those ends for which a university iexlsts, 

Miich has béén accomplished diiringVb^^|^fwrs 
In providing the uhlveiféity with nibt^'aS^Uate 
equipment for the doing of its work, but not by any" 
means all that the Principal wished to see. He had 
clearly defined plans for further improyemént àtid 
development, which, if he had^llyed, hé would siu^ 
ly have carried to their fulfllmmt; ^ But^^^^^ 
as .he was , to the ne;cl of phj-qlial -and inatsriai ! 



thoss intan^ble and spiritual qualities that can 
not be purchased as a commodity.. 

Aims or Education 
He once expressed Ws idea of the aims of col- 
lege educàtlon in these words: "A college educa- 
tion should teach a man to stand alone". "Do we" 
he said "bring to bear upon the young and plastic 
minds of our students such foi-ces and such in- 
fluences as will guide and strengthen them, and 
give them courage in the great world outside the 
coUegeî po we give them a compass that will en- 
able them to sail successfully the uncharted sea 
of existence? Are we helping them, not only to 



make a livelihood but to make a life as well?" That 
always his deepest concern, and all his plans 
•were, made with that end in view. From his 
'Christmas message to the students a year ago— 
his last Obristnws greeting to the student body 
whoni ho underatood with such genuine sympathy 
^îa^redation. I quote these words: ""nie people 
are' hoping and I believe confidently hophig that 
tt^e yoMng men aiid vonién in our colleges afld 
univeirsities are being taught to appreciate the re- 
sponsibility which is theirs, to nan our ship of 
state efficiently and intéuigetiitly.and courageously 
steér it through the turbulent waters how prevail- 
ing to the open sea of a new and better underr 
standing." 

No Selfish Enjoyment 
Always he stressed this note, wiamihg aiainst 
the selfish enjoyment of the adyàntagés^^^a^gher 
education, and exalting the ideal of 8«no^ He 



desired above all that the university should foster 
such a spirit in the students coming under the 
itifluenoe of Its teabhiiiaf. Let me quote again. I 
^Bumot bp béttér than repeat his own words, which 
'are wôrtiiy of being remeiiilKred by all of us. 
"Oreat as material needs' may be, thé nééd of nien 
ranks flfst and chiefest. We nuiy have clear in 
our minds the mission and pit^é of a university, 
we may appreciate the conveniences it should havé, 
we iiiay have our own spécial éhthiisiastiis ihd as- 
plrtLtlons, but the thing that most gives a univer- 
sity character, reputation, respect, tradition, value, 
and mèrlt, is the character of thé mén and womén 
on thé staff ... The greatest néed of our country 
today Is for fint class university pifoféssors, wlib 
are capable of clear, unsëlflsh thlhkihg, hohést 
ieàdérshlp, good exàihj^le, who are good teachers 
and have resptct for scholarship and the arts, who 
hold a proper balance between thé' hiateifial and 
thé idea, and who have thé" E^léhtifiô"m'ihd' aiid 
training without which the ftiUest poBslblé'dévél(q^.: 
niént of our resources wlU be greatly retarded. It 
is our aim and duty to have a staff of such men." 
This wâs his ideal,-^d Ideal to which hé rémàihéd 
cotisisténtly true, and which he has succeeded, In 
ilo small measure, in attaining. 

■ McGUl Unlvérslty has much réason to be 
thankful to have had the leadership of such a 
man. . And though his voice is now silent, yet in 
a véry real seiise he still speaks to us, and ho will 
continue to do so In days to come. , The memory of 
his courage and devotion wlU inspire all friends 
le McOiil which he loved and for which
